. Wreck— The Dover Express Was 
Followed From Roseville by a Com- 


“mutation Train—It Pulled Out Four | 


Minutes After—Nearing the Bridre the 
Bapress Slowed Up and the Crash 
Came in the Darkness. 


New York, Jan. 14.—A frightful accident 
occurred this morning on the west side of the 
Hackensack bridge, onthe Morris & Essex 
branch of the Delaware, Lackawanna & 
Western Railroad, The train which leaves 
Roseville at 6 o’clock crashed into the rear of 
the Dover express, telescoping two cars. 

Fifteen passengers in these two cars are 
known to have been killed and at least 
twenty-five are terribly injured. 

The Dover express passed through Rose- 
Ville without stopping. The train which ran 
into the express is the regular commutation 
train. It pulled out of Roseville four 
minutes after the express had dis- 
appeared in the fog in the direction of 
New York. On approaching the bridge over 
the Hackensack River the express slowed 
up. 

The commutation train following aid not 
halt at the bridge, but came along at its 
usual rate of speed. 

The engineer first saw the express when 
less than 200 feet from it. Although he re- 
versed his engine he could not prevent a col- 
lision. 

The ponderous locomotive crashed into the 
rear car, throwing it from the track for quite 
a distance. This car and the one ahead of it 
were completely wrecked. 

Both cars were full of passengers, who 
were crushed to death or terribly mangled. 

The brakeman of the rear car of the Dover 
express discovered that a wreck was inevi- 
table and shouted at the top of his voice: 

„Jump for your lives! Another train is 
coming behind and will be us in a 
minute!“ 

This warning cry was sufficientto put the 
entire rear carof the express in a commo- 
tion, Passengers rushed pell mell for the 
nearest meuns of exit. Some jumped through 
the windows in their haste, while the major- 
ity rushed tothe doors, In the excitement 
some fell on the floor, while others tumbled 

over them. 

Before all the frightened passengers could 
make their escape, the Orange local crashed

The collision is said to have been due to 
fog. Trains always slow up when approach- 
ing the Hackensack Bridge. It is said that 
the South Orange train was running so close 
behind the Dover express that there r was no 
time to send back a fagman.

D. D. Bidwellof East Orange, who was a 
passenger onthe South Orange train, which 
left that station at 8:04 o’clock this morning, 
told the Post-Disratcu this story: 

The express was some two or three min- 
utes behind time and was slowing up atthe 
Grawbridge to make sure thatthe draw was 
closed. Conductor Jerry George was in 
charge of thetraio. The following train, 
No. 64, was on fulltime. The Dover express 
did not slow up sufficiently to allow the rear 
brakeman to fag any incomingtrain. Train 
64 was running at the rate of fullytwenty miles 
anfhour, though it likewise should have 
slowed up in approaching the drawbridge. 
The engineer of this train, No. 85, 
in consequence of the dense tog, 
particularly heavy on the marshandin the 
vicinity of the river, did not see the rear car 
ofthe Dover Express intime to preventa 
collision. The loaomotive of No. 84 struck 
the rear carof the Express, a smoker, and 
telescoped it. The locomotive and the 
smoker together piledup on the car ahead 
ofthe smoker. Thesmoker contained about 
fifteen or eighteen passengers. The car 
ahead, on which the smoker was piled, con- 
tained male and female passengers. 
fatally injared, as tar as I could learn, 
canfined to these twocars. , 

**a scone of awful confusion and excite- 
ment ensued. All the uninjured pas- 
sengers, when they recovered some- 
what from the shock and terror. 
at once proceeded, assisted dy the 

inmen and two doctors, who fortunately 
happened to be on the cars, one of them 
being Dr. Thomas N. Gray of Brick Charch, 
Orange, to do ail in their power to 
assist and rescue the injured. I counted 
fourteen or fifteen dead bodies. They were 
all on the west-bound track, and were 
 gtretched on improvised stretchers made up

„I know that two of the dead bodies were 


those of women. One of them was a young 
girl, about 17 years ot are. As they were all 
covered up as completely as possidie I 
was unable to tell how the two 
women were dressed. Both bodies of the 
women were taten from tho car preceding 
the smoker on the express. 

Among the bodies I noticed that of an ath 
letic-looking boy about 18 years old. It was 
well dressed. Thetrainmen and pbysicians 
were careful to prevent any close examina- 
tion of bodies by outsiders and I was there- 
fore unable to scrutinize the dead. 

„„ also saw at least a half dozen passen- 
gers who were injured more or less 
severely in the accident. Their wounds, 
fas far as I could see, were 
confined to their heads, which were 
bandaged by the doctors. I noticed that 
most of them were apparently badly hart, 
as much blood was still soaking through the 
wrappings around their heads. 

‘**Few were hurt on Train No. 64. To me it 
is avery strange thing that all the passen- 
gers on Train No. 84 escaped without serious 
injuries. They were, of course, somewhat 
bruisea and jarred by the shock, but none 
were in need of medical assistance.

Mr. H. F. Reed, another passenger on the 
wrecked train,tells a graphic story of the col- 
lision. 

J was in the car right behind the baggage 
car, he said to the Post-Dispatcu corre- 
spondent. The car was crowded 
with business men, nearly all of 
them reading when the crash came. 
We all heard a terrific crackling noise 
and onthe instant we were thrown off our 
feet, while a few panes of glass fel 
out. For the moment we did not realize the 
awful situation, but when cries and screains 
of pain arase from the rear cars we knew 
that a wreck had occurred, and every one 
scrambled for the door. 

»The sight was one which I will never for- 
get as long as I live. The last car of our 
train had been smashed just as if 
it had been made of kindling wood. The 
woodwork was lying in all directions, while 
in the midst of it lay the wrenched and torn 
pieces of what had been the engine that ran 
into us. The engine had Deen smashed to 
pieces. 

The second last car of our train had been 
stove in about half way, and all through the 
wreckage lay the dead and dying. 
The cries and the moans of the 
injuted were something awful, and fora 
time every one was so paralgze d that he did 
not know hat to do to relieve their suffer- 
ings. 

counted nine dead bodies which had by 
by the force of the collision and the breaking 
into fragments ofthe car been thrown clear 
off the wreck. 

„Jam positive that there were at least a 
dozen more bodjesin theruins. The sight was 
so sickening thatI hadto turnaway. Some 
of the men had beencrushed almost beyond 
recognition. Noreliefof any kind was at 
hand. Inallthattrain there was not as 
much as an inch of sticking plaster. 

After a time the employes andjvoluntecm 
managed tolift the wreckalittie and the 
cars of the Dover Express. which 
had not been da mage d, carried 
as many of the wounded and 
the dead as could be accommodated to the 
hospital. There was no room for me 
on the train nor for over 150 
others, I could not wait until the 
wreck was cleared away,so walked clear 
over the hills. I feel ill now, thinking of the 
scene. 


Experienced Heavy Weather. 
QUEENSTOWN, Jan. 15.—Incoming vessels 
which arrive here report having experienced 
terrific weather on the Atlantic, and 
many of them are seeking refuge 
here in a crippled condition. The British 
ship Palgrave, from San Francisco for Lon 
don, met with the full fury of the storm and 
was compelled toseek shelter here. The bark 
Berna, from Jamaica for Havre,has been 
towed here as a derelict. She had been 
beating off Skeliigs for seventeen days 
until her rigging was carried away and her 
spars swept overboard.

REV. DR. KIRTLEY’S REMARKS.

improvement and at the same time 
proposes to give work tothe worthy unem- 
ployed.

HIS NECK BROKEN. 


A 9- Year-Old Boy’s Remarkable Hold 
Upon Lif». 

NEW YoOrK, Jan. 15.—Isaac Goerstein, whose 

neck was proken five days ago, and who lies 


say, ina fair way to get well. Little Isaac is 
but 9 years old. He was returning from 
school on Wednesday afternoon last at about 
2 o’clocx, and at the corner of Henry and 
Pike streets was knocked down and injured 


by a passing truck. An ambulance was sum- 
moned and the surgeons diagnosed the case 
as cerebral hemorrhage. He was removed to 
the hospital, where a more thorough invest! 
gation was made, 

Dr. Jamal discovered that the neck was 
broken just below the base of the skull, 
which’was slightly fractured, and that the 
lobe of the right ear Was split. He and two 
assistants began work.on the boy, who was 
then unconscious, and made a plastic coat 
which covered the body from the waist to 
— top of the head, leaving only the face vis 

e. 

The doctor says: ‘‘It is the most remark- 
able case that ever came under my observa- 
tion, and I have searched medical works and 
cannot find its parallel. The boy is gradu- 
ally improving and the chances are now that 
he will survive. I shall bring the case to the 
attention of the medical world and invite 
doctors here from various hospitals to ex- 
amine him. I have takenan especial inter- 
est in him myself and am sure my brother 
physicians will do likewise.’’ 

Several instances of dislocation of the bones 
of the spinal column have come to light 
— the last few months. This is a case of 
geptine fracture of the bones of the neck at 
thé base of the skull, an injury that has 
heretofore been generaliy regarded as mortal 
and in which the results have always borne 
out the surgeon’s diagnosis. 

Patients suffering from similar injuries are 
usually unconscious until, as is very usual, 
death relleves them from their suffering. In 
this peculiar case, however, the boy has not 
béen unconscious, 

When asked to raise his armor open his 
eyes by the n physician he has been 

ulck to do s, and he has given other evi- 

ences of consctousness that are unusual, 
But he remains in asemi-stupor. He cannot 
talk and seems to care for nothing that goes 
on around him.

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THE ACTION GROWS OUT OF ONE OF 
GLFASON’S DEALS. 


Plaintiffs Allege He Should Have Paid 
the Mortesgs Under Which the Piece 
of Property Is to Be fola— Wolff's Sutt 
Against the Transfer Ratlway — Ex- 
Delegate Lehman’s Motion. 


Attorney John M. Glover, representing the 
Puritan Realty Co., this morning filed suit 
foran injunction to restrain Sherif Staed 
from selling a certain piece of property. 
August Gehner and Eugene C. Tittman, 
executors of § the estate of John 
Cc. Lullman, and, Charles Gleason are 
made parties to the suit. The plaintiff claims 
ownership in fee simple toa piece of proper- 
ty situated at 814 Chestnut street. It was 
formerly the property of Hudson B. Pogue, 
who conveyed it to John C. Lullman in trust 
as security for a note of $250. Pogue got the 
property from George Voelker,and applied to 
Gleason to find a purchaser for the note. 

Gleason is alleged to have promised to find 
a purchaser on condition that he was al- 
lowed to collect the rents and hold them un- 
til the amount of the note was paid. Ou this 
understanding Luliman advanced Pogue 
$25,000, it is averred, and the latter conveyed 
the property to the plaintiffs, they to pay 
the $2,500 mortgage, it is claimed. The 
plaintiffs claim that Gleason collected 
rents sufficient to discharge the 
note and $281.83 in addition; that he Is 
hopelessly insolvent; that John C. Lullman is 
dead and that Gehnerand Tittman are his 
executors; that Staed is trustee of the deed 
and is now proceeding to sell the property 
to satisfy the deed. 

The plaintiffs ask for an accounting from 
Gehner andTittman ana that Sheriff Staed be 
enjoined from selling the property. Judge 
Withrow granted a temporary injunction. 


Not a Clear Title 
The case of Edward B. and George P. Wolff 
vs. St. Louis Transfer Raul way Co. et al. was 
decided by Judge Valliant this morning. A 
motion of the Wolffs to require transfer of 


stock to indemnify them for costs or be sub- 
stituted for plaintiffs was sustained, Motion 
to require production of books and papers 
was sustained. Oral motion to set down for 
hearing before trial. The motion for ap- 
pointment of receiver was overruled.

The Wilson bill enters the critical period 
of legislation to-day. The general speech- 
making isended and the practical work 
which will make or mar the bill as a meas- 
ure of reform begins. : 

Fair warning of the possible conse- 
quences of neglect of duty has been given 
the Democratic members of the House by 
Chairman Wilson. The Democrat who 
absents himself from the House puts to 
risk the fruit of Democratic labors for 
years past. He endangers the welfare of 
the people and the interests of his party. 

The larze majority of the party in the 
House is no guarantee of safety. That was 
shown by the experience of the first few 
days after the holiday recess.

Mr. Geo. H. Nettleton, a railroad man- 
ager of high reputation, plaintively re- 
marks that it is very seldom that the 
Legislature of any State meets with- 
out imposing some new burden upon 
the railroads.’’

But there is another side to 
the story. A railroad debt cre- 
ated by fiat of the railroad 
financiers without the expenditure 
of a dollar of capital is a burden upon the 
people who have some rights in the prem- 
ises. Sofarasis known legislators have 
done nothing to prevent the imposition of 
these burdens. The Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa Fe, for instance, is capitalized for 
5322, 000, 000 on a plant worth at the outside 
$60,000,000.

Claim That It Would Simply Be Taking 
Money Out of One Pocket and RNutting 
It Into Another—Their Side of the Case 
Foroibly Presented—Prospect of Con- 
tention. | 


If President Brockman and the other mem 
bers of the School Board persist in the Stand 
they have taken onthe question of turning 
over the Public School Library to the new 
library Board appointed by the Mayor a 
serious clash may be theresult. The new 
board does not take kindly to the proposition 
to pay the School Board rent for the library 
floors. The Library Board will hold a meet. 
ing this afternoon to talk over the matter. 
The opinion of the new board is unanimous, 
and, as stated by one of the members, is as 
follows: 

THE LIBRARY BOARD’S POSITION. 

In the course of twenty-five years the 
people of St. Louls have built up a library by 
public taxation. They. have heretofore 
given the control of this institution to 
that corporate body (of which they 
are all members) called ‘The Board 
of President and Directors of the st. 
Louis Public Schools.’ The people have 
rightly regarded the library as an essential 
feature of their system of popular education. 
For its maintenance and increase they have 
expended (at the lowest.estimate) more than 
$300,000. Inorder that it might be properiy 
housed in commodiousand fireproof quar- 
ters they have erected a handsome building 
at a cost of $400,002. They have fitted up 
and furnished the two upper stories of this 
building for the Nbrary as its home for 


many years to come. When the building 
waserected it was the general expectation 
that the library would continue to be admin- 
istered by the Board of Public Schools. 
Since then the people have decided, bya 
vote of 86,000 to 6,000, to transfer the librar 
to another body of trustees, whose sole busi- 
ness it shall be to attend tothis department 
of popular education. Their purpose in 
making thetransferistohave the nefits 
ofthe library more widely extended in the 
schools and throughout the community. 
They do not contemplate aay totng sO absurd 
as charging themselves rent forthe quart- 
ers they — eg — for their library; nor 
would they hllow their agent, the School 
Board, to turn the lbrary out into the 
street. Stilliless would they countenance or 
submit to a refusal on its part to surrender 
the trust and all appertaining thereto to the 
new board, which, with larger resources 
and specialized functions, will administer 
the trust better than can be done by the 
present board. . 

“The money expended in creating the 
library and in viding for it quarters with 
fixtures and fufniture, was appropriated by 
the people for that purpose and was never 
meant to be, and cannot de (without a vote 
ofthe people), diverted to another purpose. 
The people of St. Louis will not commit the 
folly of buying furniture and fixtures from 
themselves and charging themselves rent 
for rooms they have fitted up for the express 

urpose of housing their library. They might 
jase as well charge themselves for the col- 
ection of books or sell it to a book dealer and 
use the money for teachers’ Salaries or sew- 
ers or park improvements. 

„The School Board attorney has stated 
that the collection of books cannot be dis- 
posed of or used in any way Other than that 
for which they were bought, namely, forthe 
use ofthe people of St. Louis as a public lib- 
rary. The same principle applies to the 
rooms with their fittings and furniture. 
These were bouglit with the peoples’ money 
for the people's library; and they cannot be 
diverted to other purposes without a dls- 
tinct authorizajion by the people. From ask- 
ing payment for furniture and rent for rooms 
it would be but a logical step to demand the 
repayment ofall the money hitherto spent 
on the library. 

The School Board, acting for the people 
has rightly Judged that a public library is a 
necessary adjunct of asystem of common 
schools. So judging, it has for twenty-four, 
nearly twenty-five, years made appropria- 
tions forthe maintenance and increase of the 
Public Library. The nucleus of the library 
was obtained for nothing (or for the nominal 
sum ot 1) from an organization of citizens. 
In accepting this collection of some 12,000 
volumes the School Board bound itself to 
furnish suitable rooms, heated and lighted, 
and to expendin the maintenance of the 
lirary not less than $3,000 a year. By the 
terms of another contract with Wash- 

University it is obliged 

expend $6,000 annually for the 

polytechnic fnstruction of ‘the maintenance 

and increase of the library,’ which was in- 
corporated with the Public School Library, 

‘*These are obligations which it cannot 
escape except by turning over the library to 
some other properly constituted body that 
will fulfill them. But its obligations do 
notend with this expenditure. it must see 
that the library is matiuatained in the future 
at least as well as in the past, and made ac- 
cessivle to the people, whose taxes have 
paid for it. This has for some years cost 
2 $14,000 a year and will cost more in the 

uture. 

It it fails to fulfill its contract with Was- 
ington University it forfeits the Ames be- 
— of $97,000, Ifit ceases to provide the 
library with suitable quarters and appro- 
priate $3,000 a year for its support, the library 
reverts to the life members. This would 
now bea Grose and manifest injustice to the 
people of St. Louis whose money has paid 
hine-tenths of the cost of the library, while 
they have thus far had but small share in its 
benefits, 

**Again, H it falls to continue and toin- 
crease its present appropriation it lessens 
the value of the library to the people and by 
so much deprives them of the usufruct of 
their past investments. If the board retains 
control of the library it must provide for the 
library’s maintenance and growth and make 
it accessible to all the people. To do this the 
annual appropriation must be largely in- 
creased. 

**All these obligations with their attendant 
expenses the hool Board can escape by 
transferring the library (the term library 
does not mean books alone) tothe board ap- 
pointed dy the people to care for this depart- 
ment of popular education. But, more than 
that, the ovject for which the School Board 
is now expending $14,000 ayear and for which 
it will have to make larger annua) appropri- 
ations inthe future will be for the first time 
thoroughly accomplished, For a quarter of 
a contury the School Board has dispensed 
the people’s money in sums varying from 
$5,008 to $16,000 a . to provide the schools 
and the general public with the advan.- 
tages of a library. There has beena very 
partial accomplishmentof this aim deeguse 
the appropriation has never been large 
enough. Buta very smali fraction of the 
puplis in the public schools have had the use 
of the library. Now it will be made avail- 
able to all without further expense to the 
board. The School Board has everything to 
ain and nothingtolose. The library will, 
or the first time, really serve the schools 
and that without any care or expense to the 


rd. 

„in short, on its own theory the School 
Board must choose between having without 
expense a well-supported library free to all 
pupils and teachers in tne pubiic schools and 
maintaining at considerable expense a less 
valuabie library that will be avaliable only 
to the small fraction of the pupils and teach - 
ers Who are able and willing to pay a sub- 
scription fee. 

‘«This ts, indeed, too favorable a statement 
based on the unwarranted assumption of the 
School Board that the twenty-one men who 
assembled in monthly {session are independ- 
ent of the thousands of other members of the 
Board of President and Directors of the St. 
louls Pubife Schools who come together 
every second year to choose representatives 
to administer the educational taterests of the 


city. 
0 sum up the situation still more briefly 
the School Board can obey the mandate of 
the overwhelming majority of the members 
ofthe Boardof President and Directors of 
the st. Louis Public *chools, fand thereby 
first, save ut least $15,000a year, and second, 
make the library tive times as Valuable to 
the schools as it has been or can be under its 
control.

an excess of collapse, in which countervall- 
ing considerations have not had their due 
weight. There is undoubtedly real force in 
this view, and a certain degree of reaction 
from this oxaggeora on of fear must be forced 
upon the public feeling by the more sober 
second thought. 

Such a paralysis of production as has ex- 
isted for the last six months is entirely in- 
com patible with supplying thecurrent wants 
of consumption. Varefully compiled infor- 
mation gathered by one of the commercial 
agencies from thousands of firms and cor. 
porations shows that, for the last six 
months, the contraction of sales by mauu- 
facturers has deen much more than double 
that of merchants, and that, in some im- 
portant branches ot trade, the curtailment 
of retall sales has been comparatively nom- 
inal. The amount of imported merchandise 
going into consumption at this port, during 
the last half of 1803, was $84,000,000 less than 
for the same time of 1892, which amounts to 
a decrease of 30 per cent; while, for the two 
last months, the reduction averaged 36 per 
cent. Tiese facts show tbat, although the 
reduction in the supply of goods coming 
through importation has not quite equaled 
that which has occurred in domestic sources 
of supply, yet thecurtailment even in this 
department is in nearly double the ratio of 
the decline that is shown by Dun’s statistics 
tohave occurred in the sales direct to con- 
sumers. This process offcontéfaction at the 
sources of suppiy,to an extent so entirely dis- 
propostionate to the actual consumption, and 
extending over more than six months, can 
not fail to have produced a depletion of 
stocks of merchandise virtually unprece- 
dented, Merchants, whose opinion is en- 
titled to respect, tellus that, in the leading 
branches of trade, the stoeks of to-day do 
not exceed a three weeks’ Consumption at 
the present curtalied rate. 

These facts have certainly this much sig- 
nificance ,whatever else they may imply,that 
there must de an immediate considerable re- 
sumption of production, and that such re- 
sumption, if conservatively adjusted to the 
demand, aan be undertaken with a reason- 
able prospect of profit, for the relation of 
supply and demand is entirely in favor of 
the manufacturer. This conclusion is borne 
out by the process of resumption of work in 
iron works, in textile factories and in their 
industries, which is becoming more marked 
every day. This resumption is also evidence 
that manufacturers have at last reached a 
point at which they can approximately est!- 
mate the conditions in which they wiil be 
placed under the new duties, and that conse- 
quently they feelit safe to undertake pro- 
duction to an extent compatible with their 
being able to control prices, leaving the ult!- 
mate rate of output to be determined by the 
new duties finally established by Congress, 

This putsa more hopeful aspect upon the 
prospects of labor. which is now suffering 
from idleness and has last much ofits pur- 
chasing ability. In this® matter also there 
has beenan exaggerated misapprehension. 
Estimates have been published of an extent 
of unemployed labor which even largely ex- 
ceeds the entire number of operatives em- 
ployed in the trades referred to. The more 
exact inquiry bas been Instituted, the more 
it has become evident that the estimates of 
unemployed throughout the country have 
been exaggerated in many cases twofold or 
even threefold. These are discoveries of 
fact which are calculated to produce a juster 
conception of the real condition of business 
affairs. Wall street observers have an eye 
upon this process of correction of estimates, 
and there are those who iook at it as the oc- 
casion foran early restoration of confidence 
and a revival of activity on the Stock Ex- 
change. 


AMERICAN DIAMONDS, 


Description of Some Stones Acoldentally 
Picked Up Recently. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. Is—Special 
Agent George F. Kuntz of the Geological 
Survey has sent to Dr. David 1. Day, chief of 
the Mineral Resources division, a report on 
two recent diamond finds. He says: 

In October, 1893, a small boy while playing 
on a farm that had been under cultiva- 
tion for forty years, located 
near Oregon, Wis., picked up a 
small semi-transparent pebble from 


a dank of clay that contained a large number 
of quartz pebbles. The stone was taken to 
Prof, W. H. Hobbs of the University of Wis- 
consin at Madison, and it was found to bea 
genuine diamond. It was sent to New York 
for further investigation, and proved to be 
an elongated dedecahedraf crystal, weighing 
8% Karats. Its color is slightly grayish green. 
This, however, is only superficial, and it will 
undoubtedly be when cut a white stone, 
although not of great value, as it contains 
some minute specks in the center and hasa 
pronounced flaw on one side. 

Inis find is particularly interesting in 
connection with the finding of three small 
diamonds at Plumrock, Wis., in 1890. Quite 
recently a diamond was found near the 
King’s Mountains, N. C., which weighed % 
Karats. Itisof a light canary color and bas 
a remarkabiy brilliant surface.

ROOFERS’ WAGES REDUCED. 


The Men Claim That the Bosses Have Vio- 
lated an Agreement. 


Composition Roofers’ Union, No. 1, are 
complaining that the st. Louis Roofing Co. 
is striving to violate its contract with their 
organization to observe a fixed scale 
of wages for a rear from June, 
1893. They state that on the 12th 


last,, the boss roofers who compose the St. 
Louis Roofing Co. posted notices in their 
several places of Dusiness that on and after 
Feb. 1 daily wages would be reduced 50 cents. 
The men state that they have deen 
working, on an average, about 
one and a halr days a week during the win- 
ter and they regard a cut in wages at the 
approach of ring as unjust, because the 
bosses are receiving $3.50 to $3.75 per square 
for their work. The men claim that 
the St. Lous Roofing Co. is a pool 
designed to control the trade and Keep the 
upper hand with their employes. An effort 
was made to sep Mr. J. M. Sellers, the Presi. 
dent, and Mr. John J. Latal, the Secretary 
of the St. Louis roofing Co., but 
neither of these gentlemen was at the office 
ot the compan in the Wainwright Building. 
Mr. Edward R. Wolf, who said that he was 
an officer of the company, saidthat the St. 
Louls Roofing Co. had not made an agree- 
ment or contract with Composition 
Roofers No. las to the scale of wages; that 
Mr. Sellers signed the seale for himself ana 
on his own responsibility, but only 
for 1893, not for a year from 
June, 1898, He claimed that the 
other contractors did not pay the wages ofr 
the scale until Mr. Sellers signed the con-
